Rushing 
to the lifeboats, the crew succeeded in launch- 
ing one of them. The steamer sank in half- 
an-hour. 

The crew were rescued by the British 
trawler, which came upon them 30 minutes 
later. 

It will be reealled that the U-boat, accord- 
ing to other reports, appeared later, and was 
apparently sunk by a warship. Two more 
British warships arriving on the scene were 
stated to have picked up the wreckage of the 
U-boat, including some of her instruments.

FINNS MUST HOLD OUT ANOTHER 
MONTH IN THE SOUTH 
POSSIBILIIY OF GERMAN BREAK-THROUGH 

¢ ON WESTERN FRONT

SSUMING that. there will be a big move 
A on the Western front this spring, it 
may come any time ert that 
we approach mid-February. In the 
French attacked in Uhampagte on the 15th, 
and in 1916 the Germans attacked at Verdup 
on the 2ist of this month. It is true that 
the big attacks of 1917 and 1918-started a 
month or six weeks later—but in each case 
there were good and sufficient reasons. Such, 
of course, may quite possibly exist this time, 
loo; we have no means of knowing ‘or 
certain. One thing we can, however, assert 
uite safely.’ If a big attack is made in the 
fairly near future, it will be made by the 
Germans, 

And. assuming that the Germans attack, 
it is of considerable consequence to find out 
where. No doubt, the French ‘‘ Deuxiéme 
Bureau” has its own point of view in this 
matter—a point of view based on an estimate 
of facta, not rumours. Nobody else has the 
same data available; but, for all that, it is 
desirable to form some sort of estimate of the 
situation. The view has been put. forwurd, 
from time to time, in these notes that an 
attack by the Germans across Holland, 
Belgium or Switzerland is improbable. And 
so we fall back on the alternative that—for 
no apparent reason—everybody seemed to be 
trying to get away from—Angri{f im 
Stellungskrieg. 


BREAK-THROUGH BATTLE 


In other words, it is necessary to examine 
the possibility of a German attack aiming to 
break through—or down—the Maginot Line 
at some point or points. After all, a ‘‘ Line’ 
is only concrete and earthwork; unless 
properly manned, it offers no resistance in 
itself. The great German artillerist of the 
last war, Colonel Brichnfuller, stressed first 
and foremost the value of surprise when 
initiating a break-through battle. And 
surprise may still be cbtained by 
the use of craft and ruses, by camou- 
flage, by darkness, by smoke, etc. 
The varied or intensive use of means that in 
themselves are familiar enough is perfectly 
possible: this present war has already shown 
us plenty such instances. 

Despite its hitherto somewhat somnolent 
character, the general lay-out of the Western 
Front is fairly familiar in its broad outlines. 
Let us examine it briefly from the German 
side. The total common frontier is about 190 
miles—90 from the Moselle to the Rhine, 100 
along the latter river. We may add, on the 
extreme right, a further 25 miles, the extent 
of the southern frontier (common with 
France) of the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg. 
The Germans will certainly move their 
extreme right across this territory, in order 
to get more elbow-room, to secure the. local 
resources, to utilise the rail and road net- 
work, and to reach out towards the Stenay 
Gap north of Verdun. The violation of 
Luxemburg neutrality offers these minor— 
though by no means negligible—advantages : 
they will certainly not be foregone by the 
German General Staff. 


ATTACK SECTOR 


We thus arrive at a total length of, say, 
215 miles along which to select the sector 
for attack—or for the main effort. For, 
presumably there will be a main effort, and 
one or two subsidiary ones. Before trying to 
locate possible axes of effort, it is desirable 
to get some idea of the effectives available— 
as well as of the frontages of attack sectors. 
In the absence of more satisfactory data, we 
shall base our calculations on the last, fully- 
prepared, German break-through offensive— 
1.¢., that of March 2ist, 1918; in. Picardy. 
The Germans had then on the Western front 
some 190 Divisions. It is very improbable 
that they have so many now—unless they 
are definitely ugg to take a chance as 
to guality. ey do not, however, need so 
many to hold the shorter front, and so will 

robably launch as many in attack as on the 
ormer occasion—t.e., 75. These were then 
distributed: 43 in front tine, 21 in support, 
11 in army—not general—reserves. The front- 
age attacked measured nearly 50 miles. 

_It comes down, therefore, to a question of 
picking the likeliest 50 miles for an attack — 
in one or two stretches. Coming from right 
to left, we cannot—for reasons already indi- 
cated—rule out the Luxemburg 25 miles. 
The Grand Duchy could be over-run in a 
night by motorised columns—much on the 
lines of Austria two years ago. This would 
put in rear of the German right wing a con- 
siderable zone of undestroyed communica- 
tions, which would not be the case elsewhere. 
This Luxemburg sector could be extended 
east, of the Moselle for another ten or twelve 
miles—as far as Merzig. So that, altogether, 
we have here a possible 30-mile front, posses- 
smg a certain outflanking value with regard 


to the whole—and consequently, a priori 
likely to appeal to German strategists. This 
Luxemburg-Merszig “attack would have the 


further advantage of directly menacing the 
Lorraine iron-mining district, lying to vest- 
ward of the Moselle. 


TOWARDS NANCY 


There is another direction of attack, which, 
assuredly, has occurred to the German High 
Command—from Sarrebruck S.W. towards 
Ser g Success here would free the Sarre, 
would repeat the victory of August 6th, 1870, 
aud. would eliminate a eo < ce French 
salient in the Forbach region. But there are 
difficulties in the way. It was precisely on 
either side. of this Forbach salient of theirs 
that the French advance mto Germany was 
deepest—in the Warndt Forest and up the 
Blies valley.

GERMAN ATTACK FORCES 


There is another reason, of quite another 
kind, for placing! the German mass of attack 
in the region of 75 divisions. This is the fact 
that their ''good ” divisions are limited in 
number. It will be remembered that in the 
second half of the 1914-18 war the Germans, 
forced by circumstances, drew a very definite 
line between two kinds of divisions. Some 
were earmarked as ‘‘shock’’ units; others 
candidly recognised as only really equa! jo 
occupying fronts of secondary importance. 
This time they have had to put the same 
policy into operation from the start. Broailly 
speaking, their new first class divisions corre. 
spond to those existing in the '' peace-time”’ 
of 1938-39—or some 51 or thereabouts. It was 
mainly these who made the campaign in 
Poland ; the 20 or so additional ima | entirely 
in the réle of moppers up. No doubt, sinco 
the end of last September a considerab!, 
number of additional divisions have been pro: 
moted from the second class to the fist 
and the process is going on all the time prv. 
gressively. Still, the Germans will not over 
this; so much we can take for granted. Ani, 
even if a few over the 75 figure were in 
existence, it would be only common prudence 
net to stake them all. 

it will be observed that already the 
germans had added some twenty divisions 
during 1939—all of which were probally 
‘mopping-up ” divisions in September. Thess 
are much better now, without a doubt. |; 
does not really matter whether we regard 
any of the divisions as infantry, mechanised 
or cavalry. The latter two, which opened 
the ball in Poland, would be used in Lorraine 
to —— a break-through, if such were 
effected. All would be employed at an earlier 
or later stage. 


THE CADRES CRISIS 


What is really of interest to know is the 
true value of the present German Army for 
an attack on a adversary equally as “well 
In other words, has thie 
Cadres crisis really been surmounted? The 
other day Hitler addressed 7,000 new officers. 
This is an enormous figure, and one must 
obviously assume that therr degree of traini:g 
must have been summary. Another news 
item from Germany is that, in the pre- 
ODL to 
be trained as N.C.O.’s. Thus, a lad of 14-15 
has an initial three-year course of this kind— 
to be followed by the ordinary N C.O. schoci 
of two years. He will, accordingly, le 
thoroughly up to his work at twenty years 
of age. The system is nothing new in naval 
— where numbers are smaller. This is 
the first time it has been undertaken on the 
vast scale of a conscript army. 

At the same time, Germany is much better 
circumstanced as regards N.C.O.s than she 
ms as regard regimental officers. The small 
Reichswehr of the ‘‘ Weimar Republic” was 
the biggest and best N.C.O. school that ever 
existed ; and its potentialities in that respect 
were fully availed off. The same was true, 
though to a lesser extent, of the ‘* Schupos.”’ 
And there must be, among veterans of the 
last war, much N.C.O. material. Indeed, 
in the matter of N.C.O.s, the present German 
Army approaches more nearly than in any 
other res to the standard of the old 
Imperial Army. 


THE WAR IN FINLAND 


The fighting in Finland shows little or no 
change. No sooner are the Russians beaten 
off on one sector than they attack on another 
And erch successive attack is somewhat 
better mounted than the one before it; cach 
time the Finnish victory is a little harder 
to win. The ‘latest Russian offensive has 
been once more on the Karelian isthmus— 

ainst the Mannerheim Line proper. “but, 
whereas the former isthmus attacks were 
mainly towards Taipale on the Lake Ladoga 
flank, the present cffort is towards Summa— 
just west of the main Viborg-Leningrad ra’!- 
way, and, consequently, easy to feed in all 
requirements, It is combined with an attack 
on Finnish coast batteries in the Bjorko 
region, which have been steadily haressing 
the Russian left flank. 

It now transpires that it is the Russian 
7th Army which is attacking along the 
isthmus. This consists of threa corps of 
four divisions each, plus four brigades «/ 
heavy tanks and three corps of medium. It 
is, thus, an enormously strong f-~ce numeri- 
cally. It must be remembered that Russa 
has always depended on numbers and re- 
peated attacks. Time never matters to 
Russia—though she may possess allies to 
whom it does. If we go back a century, at 
the other end of Russia’s European diagonal, 
we find a very close parallel to this war in 
Finland—parallel, of course, means that the 
two are also quite distinct. 

It may, at first sight, seem uncom))i 
mentary to Marshal Mannerheim and 
excellent troops to compare them with Sham! 
and his wild Daghestani tribesmen; yet many 
features are identical—remote distance, ex. 
tionally strange (to Russians) terrain, inivi- 
dual expertness of the defending warriors. 
great skill and unquestioned authority of the 
chief. And, assuredly, the Russian adver- 
saries of Shamil—commanders and treis 
alike—were far superior to Mannerheim's 
opponents.

SURVEY of the country’s economic 
A position and her prospects in the 

immediate future, was made by Mr. 
Sean Campbell (President) at the annual 
general meetin of the National Agricultural 
and Industrial Development Association, 
which. was held at á St. Stephen's. Green, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. He said that 
in few countries had there been such a 
failure to take advantage of persistent Press 
advertising, though the advertising pages of 
the newspapers ‘offered them a shop window 
which was inspected daily by close on a 
million customers. : 

Dealing with this country’ 
Senator Campbell said that tr 
responsibility for the present war, and she 
must, at all costs, keep out of it. Indeed, 
when the seeds of the conflict were being 
sown, Ireland herself was engaged in an epic 
struggle, and was in the midst of one of the 
mightiest efforts ever made in her. seven 
centuries of thraldom to rid herself of the 
evils of a foreign domination and a ruthless 
oppression.. The decision to remain neutral 
was a wise one, and the only one. Too long 
had the blood and treasure of the Irish people 
heen spilled and spent on the battlefields of 
Europe and at the ends of ‘the earth in 
grabbing the lands and exterminating almost 
defenceless native races for the extension and 
aggrandisement of empire. In that connec- 
tion he thought that a very recent tragic 
event, in which two of their countrymen who 
loved their country not wisely, but too well, 
were involved, had proved that the leopard 
did not change its spots, and that there 
always was a more drastic punishment for 
the mere Irish than for other races. -

WAR INFLUENCES 


So far, thanks ‘to the efforts of the 
Minister for Supplies, there had been little 
or no shortage of the raw materials necessary 
for our factories. Dependent, however.. as 
they were on sea - borne traffic for 
much of the raw or semi - manu- 
factured materia] used in their industries 
their position in that respect would become 
more difficult daily. As the intensification of 
the war at sea manifested: itself it was not 
unlikely that further restriction of such 
supplies would be experienced. In the ulti- 
mate, perhaps, one could envisage an almost 
complete closing up of the sources on which 
they depended at the moment. Even where 
it was possible to maintain adequate supplies 
of raw material such essential com ities 
only were. procurable at enhanced prices, due 
to increased freight and insurance charges. 
Finally, as the war proceeded, they were 
bound to become .subject to control and 
rationing indirectly, but none the less effec- 
tively, imposed on them by another country. 
which certainly never had manifested undue 
interest in this country’s industrial develop- 
ment. It was quite apparent. therefore, as 
time passed and as the conflict developed, 
that their progress along the paths of peaceful 
pursuit in maintaining and developing their 
economic life would encounter many obstacles, 
and in his opinion it would, need all the 
ingenuity and all the resources of. the people 
to surmount them. After suggesting that

MASS POVERTY 


In regard to unemployment, Senator Camp- 
bell said that mass unemployment now had 
reached such a stage that it might more aptly 
be called mass poverty. It was the one 
social evil that clamoured loudest for a solu- 
tion. but it would continue to remain un- 


solved so long as the State adhered to af 


monetary system deliberately designed to 
keep the people in economic subjection. Few 
would have the hardihood to deny that the 
Government’s policy of self-sufficiency had 
failed to provide a condition of full employ- 


-ment for all the people, and private enter- 


prise, notwithstanding all the adventitious 
aids of tariffs, quotas and bounties must con- 
tinue to fail so long as the motive of private 
profit dominates their economic life to the 
excluston of every other consideration, and so 
long as the State neglects to take the neces- 
sary steps to assume control of the credit and 
monetary policy of the nation. :

PRESS ADVERTISING 


Senator Campbell ‘said that in no country 
had there been such a failure to realise the 
ge of publicity as in Ireland. Irish manu- 
acturers, with a few outstanding exceptions, 
had failed to realise the potentialities an 
power of persistent Press. advertising. The 
advertising pages of the metropolitan and 
provincial newspapers offered them the largest 
“shop window” in the country, ‘‘looked at; ' 
as they must be each day, oY close on a 
million potential purchasers, It was to be 
hoped that their industrial and manufacturing 
concerns in their next advertising appropria- 
tions would remember the power of the Press 
in bringing their goods to the notice of those 
in whose hands lay the nation’s purchasing 


power. . 

Senator Campbell said that they might well 
avail themselves of the war period at least 
to make a beginning towards reconciling. the 
interests of the town and country and of 
capital with labour, and in this way ley the 
foundations here of what might become the 
most successful and the most Christian 
democracy in the world. Already a beginning 
had been made. The Commission’ on 
Vocational Organisation was making a com- 
plete survey and intensive study of the organ- 
isation of their social and economic life, and 
its labours might well bring forth a plan for. 
a complete reorganisation and reconstruction 
of the whole economic and social life of the 
State.

Proposing a fesolution calling on the 
Government to publish the report of the 
Patents and Trade Marks Inquiry Com- 
mittee, and to implement the recommenda- 
tions of the witnesses who gave evidence on 
behalf of the nationally-owned and controlled 
industries, Mr. P. O’Keeffe said that, as the 
law stood, if any Irishman wanted to take 
out a patent in Ireland it would cost him 
twice as much as if he wanted to do so in 
Britain, Germany or America. The inven- 
tor went to Britain and took out a British 
patent whether he wanted it or not, and the 
Irish office would grant him one when he 
lodged a copy of the British specification and 
made his Irish ification.

He would not be afraid of open competi- 
tion with any foreign fitm operating within 
the tariff wall so long as it had no advantages 
in the way of established goodwill either in 
the name of the firm itself or its trade 
marks. Comparing the advertising columns 
of the Irish and cross-channel newspapers, it 
would be found that ‘the vast majority of 
these were identical—how much employment 
was thus lost to Irish artists and copy writers.

An economic agreement between the 
Soviet, Union and Germany was signed in 
Moscow yesterday, according to an 
}announcement made last night on the 
Moscow radio. 
The agreement provides for the export 
of Soviet raw materials in return for 
German-manufactured goods. The trade 
turnover between the two countries is in 
the current year to “ reach a level exceed- 
ing that of any year since the World War,”’ 
according to the official Tass Agency. 
The agency’s statement says :—‘‘ This 
agreement corresponds to the desire of both

AN EMPIRE IN ARMS

What is described as one of the greatest 
armies which has ever been convoyed 
across the sea in a single unit, landed in 
Suez yesterday, after a journey of 10,000 
miles from Australia and New Zealand. 
Where they are stationed at present they 
constitute a powerful and welcome 
addition to the great force which since 
the beginning of the war the Allies have 
been building up quietly in the Near and 
Middle East in readiness for any emerg- 
ency in any part of the world. 

Neither in Australia nor in New 
Zealand, adds The Times, is there any 
difference of opinion over doing everything 

ssible to help in the fight which has 
sie thrust u Great Britain and 
France. Such differences as have arisen 
have been over the most effective way in 
which that help could have been given. 
In Australia and New Zealand, as was also 
the case in Canada, the Governments were 
disposed to think that the speediest. and 
most useful way was to co-operate with 
Great Britain in building up an irre- 
sistible Air Force, and that it would be 
unwise to launch out into any other 
enterprise which might weaken that effort. 
There is much to be said in justification 
of this view. In the last war, in the 
development of aviation since 1918, and in 
the R.A.F.’ during the early months of this 
war, Dominion airmen have won for them- 
selves a reputation second to none. It

Asked if he wished to put any questions, 
Fennell replied ‘‘ No, sir.” 

District Justice D. B. Sullivan then 
granted the remand in custody.

Travellers arriving here to-day reported 
that ‘Italy is speeding fortifications both 


and in the Brenner Pass zone, opposite 
Germany. 


building efforts have been shifted from the 
frontier near France to Udine, where Italy 
has little to fear, and to the mountains 
behind the Brenner. 

Work on the Udine fortifications can be 
seen from many of the Yugoslav frontier 
points. It was learned that the Brenner 
pill-boxes have been under construction 
secretly for four months. Large sums, 
which were earmarked for “ public works ’”’ 
by the Italian Government at Cabinet 
meetings in January, are said to have been 
diverted for re-fortifying the Brenner 
Pass. 

General tension in the Balkans is said 
to be leading both Yugoslavia and Italy 
to fear increased pressure from the Allies 
and Germany. 

Without a thoroughly fortified Brenner 
Pass, Italy cannot feel safe to pursue her 
neutral policy with any assurance against 
possible German threats.

TRAWLER SHELLED BY 
U.BOAT

Eleven members of the crew of the Mil- 
ford-Haven trawler, Togimo, sunk by 
shell-fire from a U-boat 75 milos south- 
west of the Fastnet on Sunday morning 
last, were landed at Cobh early this morn- 


ing. 

The only Irishman on board, Jack Price 
(18), of Kildare, was killed. He was on 
his first voyage. With tho second engineer 
he had gone down into the engine-room to 
shut off steam when the trawler was 
attacked. When he was climbing up the 
ladder to the deck a shell passed through 
the boat, virtually severing both his legs 
and inflicting fatal injuries. 

A member of the crew stated: '. 

“We were attacked without warning. 
Although it. was dark at the time we could 
clearly see the dim outline of a big sub- 
marine some 500 yards away. It fired 
about twenty shells at us.”

“* Now. you have entered the field of 
active service, I send you my warmest 
welcome, together with best wishes for 
your welfare.” 


COMMON ENDEAVOUR 


Addressing the men on behalf of the 
British Government, Mr. en said:— 
“- Nations of the British Commonwealth are 
now closely knit in a common endeavour. 
In their unity lies the certainty of final 
victory and the assurance of better things 
to come, 

“ By your action in crossing the seas 
you have sent the bravest message it is in 
your nation’s power to give. For this and 
the spirit in which you have come Britain 
thanks Australia and New Zealand.”’ 
Like the New Zealanders, the Australians 
are all volunteers. They are of splendid 
physique, all taller than 5ft. 8in. Most 
of the rank-and-file are sons of the 
“‘ diggers’? who landed at Suez twenty- 
five years ago, and are the first men to 
leave Australia on active service since the 
start of the war.

They ran 
well towards Killenaule and then left-handed 
towards Mardyke before marking in the old 
fort. A second fox from Ballynonty gave a 
sharp hunt to Mardyke and back again before 
escaping, and a third from Delaney’s found 
sanctuary in the old fort.
